Race Gap Seen in Pain Care 


Study: Whites given narcotics more than minorities in ERs 


CHICAGO I Emergency room doctors are 
prescribing strong narcotics more often to 
patients who complain of pain, but minori- 
ties are less likely to get them than whites, 
a new study finds. 

Even for the severe pain of kidney stones, 
minorities were prescribed narcotics such as 
oxycodone and morphine less frequently than 
whites. The analysis of more than 150,000 
emergency room visits over 13 years found dif- 
ferences in prescribing by race in both urban 


and rural hospitals, in all U.S. regions and 
for every type of pain. 

“The gaps between whites and nonwhites 
have not appeared to close at all,” said study 
co-author Dr. Mark Pletcher of the University 
of California, San Francisco. 

The study appears in Wednesday’s Journal 
of the American Medical Association. 
Prescribing narcotics for pain in emergen- 
cy rooms rose during the study, from 23 per- 
cent of those complaining of pain in 1993 to 


37 percent in 2005. 

The increase coincided with changing atti- 
tudes among doctors who now regard pain 
management as a key to healing. Doctors in 
accredited hospitals must ask patients about 
pain, just as they monitor vital signs. 

The study’s authors said doctors maybe less 
likely to see signs of painkiller abuse in white 
patients or be undertreating pain in minor- 
ity patients. Patient behavior may play a role, 
Pletcher said. Minorities “maybe less likely to 
keep complaining about their pain or feel they 
deserve good pain control,” he said, (ap)

Air Force is spending 
more time controlling 
unmanned aircraft 

WASHINGTON! The military’s reli- 
ance on unmanned aircraft that 
can watch, hunt and sometimes 
kill insurgents has soared to more 
than 500,000 hours in the air, 
largely in Iraq, The Associated 
Press has learned. 

And new Defense Department 
figures obtained by The AP show 
that the Air Force more than dou- 
bled its monthly use of drones 
between January and October, forc- 
ing it to take pilots out of the air and 
shift them to remote flying duty to 
meet part of the demand. 

The dramatic increase in the 
development and use of drones 
across the armed services reflects 
what will be an even more aggres- 
sive effort over the next 25 years, 
according to the new report. 

The jump in Iraq coincided with 
the buildup of U.S. forces this sum- 
mer as the military swelled its ranks 


to quell the violence in Baghdad. But 
Pentagon officials said that even as 
troops begin to slowly come home 
this year, the use of Predators, Glob- 
al Hawks, Shadows and Ravens will 


not likely slow. 

“I think right now the demand 
for the capability that the unmanned 
system provides is only increasing,” 
said Army Col. Bob Quackenbush, 


deputy director for Army Aviation. 
“Even as the surge ends, I suspect 
the deployment of the unmanned 
systems will not go down, particu- 
larly for larger systems.”

Nation s 1st primary 
rarely matches results 
from the Iowa caucus 

MANCHESTER, NH. I So long, etha- 
nol. Hello, taxes. 

More than geography changes 
when the 2008 presidential cam- 
paign leaves the land of flat — aka 
Iowa — for New Hampshire, the 
Granite State. The electorate is dif- 
ferent, as is the blend of issues. 

“The people of New Hampshire 
pay attention to Iowa, but it’s not 
the determining factor,” Republi- 
can Sen. John McCain of Arizona 
observed recently. 

That’s a diplomatic way of saying 
New Hampshire primary voters see 
little merit in rubber-stamping deci- 
sions made in Iowa. Truth be told, they 
specialize in humbling the mighty. 

Think 2000, when George W. 
Bush roared out of Iowa, only to 
lose New Hampshire by a whopping 
19 percentage points to McCain. 

Only twice since 197b has the 
same Democrat won both Iowa 


and New Hampshire in a contest- 
ed nominating campaign. And for 
all the boasting that Granite-Staters 
do about picking presidents, both 
A1 Gore and John Kerry went on to 
lose the general election. 

As a group, voters in Iowa and 
New Hampshire are overwhelming- 
ly white and better educated than 
the national average. Still, the dif- 
ferences between them are signifi- 
cant enough to dictate adjustments 
by the campaigns, even if this year’s 
compressed timetable provides only 
a five-day interval for changes. 

Overall, New Hampshire is more 
independent-heavy than Iowa. At 
about 40 percent of the electorate 
or so, they outnumber registered 
Republicans and Democrats. They 
are free to vote in either party’s race, 
a fact that complicates any pre -pri- 
mary predictions. 

New Hampshire Republicans are 
more moderate politically than those 
in Iowa, and they’re likelier to sup- 
port gay marriage, abortion rights 
and stricter environmental laws.

Attack kills 32 men 
mourning the death of 
slain ex-Shiite officer 

BAGHDADIA suicide attacker killed 
at least 32 men gathered in east- 
ern Baghdad Tuesday to mourn 
the death of a retired Iraqi army 
officer, a Shiite who was slain last 
week in a car bombing blamed on 
al- Qaeda in Iraq. 

In the mixed Shiite and Sunni 
neighborhood of Zayouna, a man 


loaded with explosives walked into 
a funeral tent outside the home of 
Nabil Hussein Jassim, a retired 
army officer killed along with 
another 13 people in a car bomb- 
ing in Baghdad on Friday. 

All 32 people killed by the sui- 
cide bomber were men, police and 
ambulance officials said on con- 
dition of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to release 
details of the bombing. The attack 
resembled those carried out by 
al- Qaeda in past years, when men 


in suicide vests targeted funeral 
tents or processions. 

The attack was a reminder of the 
dangers that persist in Baghdad, 
despite a recent drop in violence. 

In a New Year’s message from 
London, where he flew last week for 
what his office described as routine 
medical tests, Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki said that “we witnessed 
sorrow and pain in 2007, but with 
the effort and brotherhood of Iraqis 
as well their insistence to wake up, 
the year ended with victories and

successes.” 

The government, which has 
sought to reconcile Iraq’s often war- 
ring Shiites and Sunnis, took a tiny 
step toward national reconciliation 
by sending a draft amnesty bill to 
the parliament speaker Tuesday. 

But the bill drafted by the Shi- 
ite-dominated government falls far 
short of Sunni demands. It covers 
less than a quarter of those held 
in Iraqi prisons, and none of those 
held by the American military.

death with machetes in ethnic vio- 
lence that followed Kenya’s disput- 
ed election. 

The killing of up to 50 ethnic 
Kikuyus in the Rift Valley city of 
Eldoret brought the death toll from 


four days of riots to about 27 5. 

The latest violence recalled 
scenes from the genocide in Rwanda 
in 1994, when more than a half-mil- 
lion people were killed. The ques- 
tion facing Kenya is whether the 
politicians will lose control of the 
mobs, triggering a civil war. 

President Mwai Kibaki, who was 
inaugurated for a second term Sun- 
day, called for a meeting with his 
opponents. But opposition candidate 
Raila Odinga refused. Odinga told 
The Associated Press in an inter- 
view that Kibaki ’s administration 
“is guilty, directly, of genocide.” 


The Kikuyu people killed in 
Eldoret had fled to the Assemblies 
of God Church Monday, after mobs 
torched homes in their region. 

On Tuesday morning, a mob of 
about 2,000 arrived at the church, 
said George Karanja, 37, who sought 
refuge there. 

“They started burning the 
church,” Karanja said. “There was 
a stampede, and people fell on one 
another. ... I could not manage to 
pull out my sister’s son,” Karanja 
said. “He was screaming, ‘Uncle, 
Uncle ! ’ . . . He died.” The boy was 11.

U.S. Envoy 
Is Killed 
In Sudan 

Motive still unclear 
in slaying of American 
aid official and driver 

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I An American 
diplomat was shot and killed early 
Tuesday by gunmen in a pass- 
ing car who cut him off as he was 
being driven home in Sudan’s cap- 
ital. Sudanese officials insisted it 
was not a terrorist attack, but the 
U.S. Embassy said it was too soon 
to determine the motive. 

The diplomat’s Sudanese driver 
was also killed in the shooting. 

Attacks on foreigners are rare in 
Khartoum, where an American dip- 
lomat was last killed in 1973. 

The diplomat’s family identified 
him as John Granville, 33, originally 
of Buffalo, N.Y. He was an official 
for the U.S. Agency for International 
Development, or USAID, working to 
implement a 2005 peace agreement 
between Sudan’s north and south 
that ended more than two decades 
of civil war, the family said. 

He was being driven home at 
about 4 a.m. when another vehicle 
cut off his car and opened fire before 
fleeing, the Sudanese Interior Min- 
istry said.

Liberia Gives 
Out Cellphones 
To Fight Crime 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Liberia’s 
government is giving away spe- 
cially programmed cellphones so 
that citizens can report rapes and 
other violence, as crime soars amid 
a shortage of police officers. 

Each of 400 neighborhoods in 
and around Monrovia will receive 
up to 10 cellphones. 

Crime is so extreme that the 
3,500 Liberian police in the coun- 
try of 3 million venture into dan- 
gerous areas only with the backing 
of armed U.N. police. In Monrovia, 
there are too few officers to patrol 
the city’s sprawling slums, (ap)

Pakistan Elections to Be Delayed 


Election Commission 
expected to announce 
poll date Wednesday 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistan 
elections will be delayed by one 
month following the turmoil 
sparked by Benazir Bhutto’s 
assassination, despite opposition 
threats of street protests unless 
the crucial vote is held Jan. 8 as 
originally planned, a top official 
said Tuesday. 

A senior Election Commission 
official told The Associated Press 
that the commission has agreed on 
a new date. He indicated it would 
not be before the second week of 
February, but refused to disclose 
the exact schedule before the formal 
announcement on Wednesday. 

The opposition is likely to accuse

authorities of postponing the polls to 
aid the ruling party, which is allied 
to President Pervez Musharraf. 

The killing of Bhutto, a former 
prime minister, triggered three days 
of nationwide riots that killed 58 
people and caused tens of millions 
of dollars in damage. 

In addition to logistical problems 
arising from the destruction caused 
by the rioting, the election official 
said the caretaker governments of 
Pakistan’s provinces had suggested 
the vote not be held during the holy 
month of Muharram from Jan. 10 
through Feb. 8, because they could 
not guarantee security. 

Meanwhile, a top aide of Bhut- 
to revealed that on the day she was 
killed, Bhutto planned to give two 
U.S. lawmakers a 160-page dossier 
accusing the government of rigging 
the elections, munir ahmad (ap) 


Nigerian Militia 
Kills 13 in Raids 

PORT HARCOURT, NIGERIA I Armed 
militants attacked targets in Nige- 
ria’s main oil industry center of Port 
Harcourt on Tuesday, killing 13 peo- 
ple, a military spokesman said. 

Bands of armed men invaded 
the city in the morning, attacking 
two police stations and raiding the 
lobby of a major hotel. Four police- 
men, three civilians and six attack- 
ers were killed, said Lt. Col. Sagir 
Musa, spokesman for the military 
task force in charge of security in 
Nigeria’s troubled oil region. 

The Niger Delta Vigilante Move- 
ment, led by militia leader Ateke 
Tom, claimed responsibility for the 
attack, group spokesman Richard 
Akinaka told The Associated Press 
by telephone. The group is one of sev- 
eral armed movements active in the 
southern Niger Delta oil-producing

The driver of the 
Ford Explorer that hit Brooks fled 
the scene, and the vehicle, which

The fire on Popkins 
Lane early Friday killed 16 -year- 
old Morgan Whitsett and 13 -year- 
old Ashley Whitsett after their 
father tried to rescue them from 
an upstairs bedroom.

State lawmakers ready 
for green proposals to 
dominate ’08 session 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Saying Mary- 
land can’t wait to try to address 
global warming, state lawmakers 
predict a menu of environmental 
proposals could dominate this 
year’s session. 

Several lawmakers say a proposal 
to cap carbon emissions — possibly 
the nation’s toughest plan to reduce 
greenhouse gases blamed for global 


warming — stands to become the 
most ambitious bill of the General 
Assembly session. The environment 
could be a main topic of debate since 
the state’s looming budget problems 
were largely addressed in last fall’s 
special session. 

The carbon bill, endorsed by 
a task force set up by Gov. Mar- 
tin O’Malley, would call for car- 
bon reductions of 25 percent by 
2020 and 90 percent by 2050. If 
approved, the goals would be the 
nation’s strongest carbon reduc- 
tion plans.

Lawmakers may also consid- 
er reforms to a state law limiting 
development near waterways and 
debate anew how to spend a new 
$50 million fund to clean up the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Along with those pieces of legis- 
lation are likely to be several smaller 
environmental attempts, including 
a proposal to require new schools 
to use green building technol- 
ogy and incentives for consum- 
ers to buy energy-efficient appli- 
ances and fluorescent light bulbs.

SEMI-GREEN I The Chevy Tahoe 
Hybrid is as provocative and politi- 
cal a vehicle as you’ll see this year. 
Why, it’s practically a polemic. And 
those are just the P’s. 

I had a chance to spend a cou- 
ple of days in the Tahoe Hybrid — 
white, with gold “Hybrid” decals 
along the scuppers. People have 
accused Prius owners of being 
ostentatiously green, but the badge- 
barnacled Tahoe Hybrid might as 
well have roof-mounted green emer- 
gency lights and a “Green, Green!”

Redskins coach made 
some changes after 
tough loss to Buffalo 

REDSKINS I Joe Gibbs was so som- 
ber, so silent, during the limousine 
ride home on the toughest night of 
his coaching career that his wife, 
Pat, grew concerned. 

“I was sitting there, and I hadn’t 
said a word,” Gibbs recalled, mim- 
icking his sad slouch. “She goes, 
‘Now THAT upsets me.’” 

His Washington Redskins just 
had lost their fourth game in a row 
to fall to 5-7. The Buffalo Bills’ win- 
ning field goal came after the coach 
known fondly around these parts as 
St. Joe drew a 15 -yard penalty for 
calling consecutive timeouts in a bid 
to “freeze” the kicker. Plus, his team 
wanted so badly to win that game in 
honor of Sean Taylor, the Pro Bowl 
safety killed days earlier. 

“That was my low point,” Gibbs 
said in a brief interview Monday. 
“It’s something you live through as 
a coach. It can happen. You don’t 
want it to happen.” 

With that in mind, Gibbs set out 
to improve the situation. For one 
thing, the Hall of Fame coach knew 
he needed to use all of his talents as 
a leader, willing his players to stick 
together. For another, the ultimate 
old- school coach knew he needed 


to alter something, so he decided 
to ease up in practice. 

Thanks to both of those ele- 
ments, the Redskins are 4-0 since 
that nadir. Back in the playoffs for 
the second time in three years, they 
face the Seattle Seahawks in a first- 
round game Saturday. 

“The thing about Joe that you 
have to understand is Joe never 
wavers,” said Joe Theismann, the 
starting quarterback for one of 
three Super Bowl champions dur-

ing Gibbs’ first Redskins tenure.

clock management and knowledge of 
the rules — it would have been easy 
for the Redskins to fold.

Offense Is Open With Collins Leading 


Quirky Redskins QB 
keeps the mood light 
and finds all his WRs 

REDSKINS I In a Redskins season 
that has all the emotional swings 
of a Shakespearean drama, Todd 
Collins is the comic relief. 

Players who speak with somber 
voices when discussing the after- 
effects of the death of Sean Taylor 
break out in goofy grins and shake 
their heads in amazement when the 
name Todd is mentioned. Those are 
distinct, almost parallel, explana- 
tions for the improbable four-game 
winning streak that has put the 
Redskins into the playoffs.

“The first one I would say is los- 
ing Sean and coming together as a 
team,” receiver Antwaan Randle 
El said Monday.

No quarterback in the NFC 
has played better than Collins 
since he replaced injured starter 
Jason Campbell in the first half 
against Chicago on Dec. 6. Collins 
led all the scoring drives in that 
game and has been nearly flaw- 
less since, completing 64 percent 
of his passes with five touchdowns, 
no interceptions and a 106.4 rating 
in four winning, back-against-the- 
wall performances. 

“You couldn’t expect him to play 
any better,” coach Joe Gibbs said. 

Whether it’s the hot read or the 


fly pattern, the offense is livelier, 
more efficient and more daring with 
Collins under center. He’ll call for a 
shift with only eight seconds left on 
the play clock, confident he’ll still 
have time to get the play off. He’s 
finding receivers Campbell never 
spotted, particularly Clinton Por- 
tis, who is having a career receiving 
year out of the backfield. Gibbs is 
letting him throw downfield with 
a lead rather than retreating into 
a shell and letting the other team 
catch up. 

“Todd opens things up for every- 
body,” Portis said. “You never know 
who’s getting the ball now. So, if you 
think you’re on the route that’s not 
coming to you, you’d better go full 
speed — because Todd will hit you 
right upside the head with the ball.”

Tech overcame several mental 
errors, including pivotal penalties 
and a fumble, to come back from 
a 28-14 fourth quarter deficit. Its 
aggressive pass offense couldn’t 
score much for three quarters, but 
Graham Harrell still managed 
to rack up several Gator Bowl 
records. 

He completed 44 of 69 pass- 
es for 407 yards, all records, plus 
three TDs. 

In the final period, the Red 
Raiders finally found the end 
zone as they were accustomed to 
all year. Twice, actually, and Trlica’s 
field goal did the rest. 

Just a few minutes earlier, the 


Cavaliers seemed to have things 
sewn up. A Tech drive kept alive 
by two fourth down conversions 
sputtered with eight minutes left, 
and All-American Michael Crabtree 
couldn’t haul in a prayer in the end 
zone on fourth-and-one. 

But a few minutes after that, 
Harrell found him in the same 


spot against the same defender, 
and this time it worked — despite 
a pass interference call. 

Tech scored its next touchdown 
after knocking the ball out of backup 
Virginia quarterback Peter Lalich’s 
hands at the 4 -yard line. Tech recov-

E AT E R I E S I For nearly two years, the 
2nd Ave Deli has sat high atop the 
pastrami lovers’ consciousness as 
devotees of the steamed beef 
waited anxiously for news about 
its revival. 

The deli — founded by the late 
Abe Lebewohl in 1954 — shut 
down in January 2006, thanks to 
skyrocketing rents, an uncertain 
lease, and high renovation costs 
at its old location in Manhattan’s 
trendy East Village. 

But the long wait for foodies 
finally ended Dec. 17 as the deli’s 


owners literally cut the salami 
and officially welcomed hungry 
patrons and 2nd Ave Deli fans to 
its new address — on 33rd Street 
near Third Avenue. 

The old space on Second Ave- 
nue and 10th Street now houses 
a bank. 

While the location is different, 
plenty remains the same, includ- 
ing the savory smells. The pastra- 
mi still glistens with fat, making 
any waistline whimper. The plump 
rotisserie chickens crackle in the 
front window. Potato and noodle 
puddings, knishes and knoblewurst 
beckon. 

Most of the menu has been pre- 
served. The $20 “Twin Double” con- 
sisting of heaping portions of corned 


beef and pastrami, along with the 
$21.75 “Instant Heart Attack” sur- 
vived the move. The latter arrives 
in the form of two large potato 
pancakes with a choice of formi- 
dable meat. 

Nostalgia is everywhere in the 
65 -seat deli, which is half the size 
of the former place. The same pic- 
tures of Jerry Seinfeld, Paul Rei- 
ser, Yiddish theater stars and 
Rudy Giuliani line the walls. The 
deli installed replica partitions of 
mahogany and glass bearing the 
2nd Ave Deli name. 

“Second Ave Deli is not just 
a deli,” said Jack Lebewohl, the 
brother of founder Abe Lebewohl. 
“It’s a place where people would 
come to eat. They felt that they 


were eating the same foods that 
their mothers and grandmothers 
made. It was a home away from 
home.” 

“Here, I feel confident that the 
restaurant will be able to pay my 
mortgage and have a certain future,” 
said Jeremy Lebewohl, who handles 
day-to-day operations. 

Lebewohl said the restaurant 
still uses the same family recipes 
when preparing the foods. 

And it still boasts being kosher 
despite the fact it’s open seven days 
per week. 

“Everything we use is kosher,” 
Lebewohl said. “We have no 
dairy products used on-site. I 
do have rabbinical supervision.”

The Orphanage’ puts 
Spain on the map for 
quality horror films 

SHIVERS I With American horror 
cinema in a rut, fans of the genre 
are increasingly looking abroad in 
search of scary movies that are actu- 
ally scary. Japan is the first stop, 
but good work is also being done 


in South Korea (“A Tale of Two 
Sisters”), France (“High Tension”), 
and England (“Dog Soldiers”). Fri- 
day’s release of “El Orfanato” (“The 
Orphanage”) means that Spain can 
be added to that growing list. 

Directed by first-time fea- 
ture filmmaker Juan Antonio 
Bayona and written by Sergio 
Sanchez, “The Orphanage” is the 
kind of elegant, superbly spooky 


ghost story that Hollywood rare- 
ly makes anymore. One can trace 
its influences back to “The Oth- 
ers” (directed by Bayona’s fellow 
countryman, Alejandro Amena- 
bar), “The Shining,” “The Haunt- 
ing” and, the granddaddy of them 
all, Henry James’ 1898 chiller, “The 
Turn of the Screw.” 

“We were very influenced by 
James’ book,” Bayona says, on 


the phone from his home in Bar- 
celona. “When Sergio and I were 
working on the script, we talked a 
lot about ‘The Turn of the Screw.’ 
He told me it was a book he read in 
school and didn’t understand at all. 
Then he read it again as an adult 
and understood that there’s noth- 
ing to understand — you have to 
put your own interpretation on it. 
And that’s what we tried to do with 
‘The Orphanage.’” 

The screenplay centers on a 
woman named Laura, who returns 
to the orphanage where she lived as 
a child with plans to transform it 
into a school for disabled children. 
One of her first pupils will be her 
son Simon, a smart, loving young 
boy she and her husband, Carlos, 
adopted as a baby — a fact they have 
so far kept from him. Just before 
the orphanage is set to re-open, 
though, Simon suddenly vanishes 
and the police are unable to find 
any trace of him. 

Meanwhile, Laura begins to sus- 
pect that she’s sharing the orphan- 
age with the ghosts of the children 
who once lived there and, as it turns 
out, died under mysterious circum- 
stances. 

“From the moment [Sanchez] 
decided to give me the script, he 
understood it was going to be my 
movie,” Bayona says. “He wanted an 
ending that was more bitter than 
sweet, for example. But I wanted an 
ending that would provide a release 
for the audience. At the same time, 
I think it’s a very dark ending — you 
can read it two ways.” ethan alter

A Guitar With a Voice 


For Keb’ Mo’s film 
role, the instrument 
makes the character 

METHOD ACTING I In order to por- 
tray a mysterious street- corner 
blues musician in the period musi- 
cal drama “Honeydripper,” multiple 
Grammy-winning singer-songwrit- 
er Keb’ Mo’ says he did what any 
blues aficionado would have done: 
He went out and bought a guitar. 
But not just any guitar: a steel-bod- 
ied National Sunburst built in the 
’30s that he picked up from Norm’s 
Rare Guitars in Los Angeles and 
paid for with his own dime. 

The south Los Angeles native felt 
the instrument was crucial to creat- 


ing his character, a wily know-it-all 
named Possum who serves as a dra- 
matic foil to the film’s protagonist, 
Danny Glover. In “Honeydripper,” 
set in rural Alabama circa 1950, 
Glover portrays Tyrone Purvis, an 
aging bluesman fighting to keep his 
backwoods juke joint in business at 
a pivotal moment in the American 
musical continuum when the blues 
was evolving into rock ’n’ roll. 

“I wanted the guitar to be an 
extension of Possum,” Mo’ said. 
“All the music in my scenes — that 
was part of my dialogue. I looked 
at it as improvised dialogue done 
on a guitar.” 

The musician ad-libbed his peri- 
od-perfect slide guitar parts on set, 
his bursts of music lending urgency

and immediacy to the plain-spo- 
ken truths Mo’s character speaks 
to whomever will listen. 

Over the course of a scant half- 
dozen scenes, Possum takes sardon- 
ic glee in goading Tyrone about his 
predicament: deep debts, strained 
relations with a crooked local sheriff 
— and not least that the electric gui- 
tar-playing star the saloon-keeper 
has pinned his hopes on has pro- 
verbially and literally missed the 
train. But the guitar player always 
makes his point. 

“Honeydripper ’s” writer- direc- 
tor- editor, John Sayles, worked 
closely with Mo’ to flesh out the 
character’s background and sense 
of self. 

Still, when the well-respect- 
ed indie auteur approached Mo’ 
for the part last year, the musi- 
cian was basically oblivious about 
who it was taking him to lunch. “I 
hadn’t even realized how impor- 
tant he was in film,” Mo’ said.

Honey is making a 
strong comeback as 
a natural antibiotic 

Amid growing concern over drug- 
resistant superbugs and non-heal- 
ing wounds that endanger diabetes 
patients, nature’s original antibi- 
otic — honey — is making a come- 
back. 

More than 4,000 years after 
Egyptians began applying honey 
to wounds, Derma Sciences Inc., 
a West Windsor, N. J., company 
that makes medicated and other 
advanced wound care products, 
began selling the first honey- 
based dressing this fall after it 
was approved by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. 

Called Medihoney, it is made 
from a highly absorbent seaweed- 
based material, saturated with 
manuka honey, a particularly potent 
type that experts say kills germs 
and speeds healing. Also called 
Leptospermum honey, manuka 
honey comes from hives of bees 
that collect nectar from manuka 
and jelly bushes in Australia and 
New Zealand. 

Derma Sciences now sells two 
Medihoney dressings to hospitals, 
clinics and doctors in North and 
South America under a deal with 
supplier Comvita LP of New Zea- 
land. Derma Sciences hopes to have 
its dressings in U.S. drugstores in 
the next six months, followed by 
adhesive strips. 

Comvita, which controls about 
75 percent of the world’s manuka 
honey supply, sells similar products 
under its own name in Australia, 
New Zealand and Europe, where 
such products have been popular 
for more than a decade. 

“The reason that Medihoney is 
so exciting is that antibiotics are 
becoming ineffective at fighting 
pathogens,” said Derma Sciences

Another big advantage, he said, 
is that the dressings’ germ-fighting 
and fluid- absorbing effects last up 
to a week, making them convenient 
for patients being cared for at out- 
patient clinics or by visiting nurs- 
es. They also reduce inflammation 
and can eliminate the foul odors of 
infected wounds. 

Honey dress- 
ings and gels, as 
well as tubes of 
manuka honey, 
have been gaining 
in popularity over- 
seas, fueled by sci- 
entific reports on 
their medical ben- 
efits and occasion- 
al news accounts of the dramatic 
recovery of a patient with a longtime 
wound that suddenly healed. 

Regular honey can have medici- 
nal benefits. But manuka honey is 
far more potent, research shows. 

Dr. Robert Frykberg, chief of 
podiatry at the Veterans Affairs 
Medical Center in Phoenix, said the 
Medihoney product has worked on 
about half the patients with diabetic 
foot ulcers who have used it. 

He said the Medihoney dress- 
ing can also prevent the danger- 
ous drug- resistant staph infection 
known as MRSA from infecting 
open wounds. 

“It’s been used on wounds where 
nothing else will work,” said bio-

chemist Peter Molan, a professor at 
the University of Waikato in New 
Zealand who has researched honey 
and other natural antibiotics for 25 
years. He’s found manuka honey can 
kill the toughest bacteria even when 


diluted 10 times and recommends 
it especially for people with weak 
immune systems. 

“There’s more ... clinical evi- 
dence, by far, for honey in wound 
treatment than for any of the phar- 
maceutical products” for infection, 
Molan said. 

Kara Couch, a nurse practitio- 
ner at Georgetown University Hos- 
pital’s Center for Wound Healing 
in Washington, said Medihoney 
dressings work well for patients 
who have “wound pain” or infect- 
ed wounds. 

One patient who had an open 
wound that didn’t heal for a few 
years “healed 90 percent in three 
weeks,” she said. 


Dr. Craig Lambrecht, a North 
Dakota emergency physician, 
started using Medihoney while 
serving with the National Guard 
in Iraq last winter. 

At a military clinic for Iraqi chil- 
dren, he used it on patients with 
severe burns. He said Iraqi families 
soon preferred the honey over other 
treatments because it was natural 
and because the honey dressings 
don’t need to be changed as often 
as traditional ones. 

After seeing its success in Iraq, 
Lambrecht, who has five children 
of his own, is a fan. “I would use the 
Medihoney on burns on my chil- 
dren, as the first choice, without 
question,” he said, linda a. johnson (ap)

Self-service dog 
washes take stress 
out of grooming 

Maureen Lafferty is anti-fur. Anti- 
fur in her tub. Anti-fur on her tow- 
els. And anti-fur in the drain. 

That’s why she and the one big 
ball of fur she does love, Jackson, 
a Labrador retriever, use the Port- 
land Dog Wash. 

“This is why I don’t do this at 
home,” Lafferty said, pointing to 
big clumps of fur at the bottom of 
the stainless steel basin. 

In a country whose residents 
spare no expense for their pets — 
or on keeping their homes clean — 
self-service dog washes represent 
another splurge, allowing dog own- 
ers to forgo the indignity of chas- 
ing a wet and soapy dog around the 
house, or across the lawn, along with 
the messy cleanup. 

The trend kicked off more than 
a decade ago. Now it seems that 


just about every sizable city has 
at least one. 

In Maine’s largest city, the bus- 
tling Portland Dog Wash has five 
tubs, which are disinfected after 
each wash. 

“This setup is much easier than 


doing it at home,” said Lafferty, who 
wore a vinyl smock while tending 
to her 9 -year- old dog. 

There are more than 70 million 
dogs in the U.S., and they account 
for a good chunk of the nearly 
$3 billion pet owners spend each

year on grooming and boarding, 
according to the American Pet 
Products Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. 

“I don’t think it’s a trend that’s 
going to go away,” said Blair Smith, 
who has helped to open three Dirty 
Dog locations in Austin, Texas. “Peo- 
ple are not going to stop spending 
money on their pets.” 

The idea was borne out of many 
a pet owner’s frustration. 

Washing a dog, especially a big 
one, is messy. The dog shakes. Dirty, 
soapy water splashes on the walls. 
Your knees, your back, or both hurt 
from kneeling next to the bathtub. 
Then there’s the big lump of dog 
hair in the drain. 

That’s what was on the minds 


of Francisco and Gloria Gamero 
when they opened their first dog 
wash 15 years ago in Santa Clarita, 
Calif. They now have three U-Wash 
Doggie locations. 

In Portland, Mark and Greg 
Goodwin got the idea after hear- 
ing from a friend about a dog wash 
in the Baltimore area. “We just dove 
into it,” Mark said. 

Their business features waist- 
high tubs with all the accessories 
nearby — combs, shampoos, per- 
fumes, towels and hair dryers. There 
are eye and ear wipes, and even den- 
tal wipes with a minty scent. 

Customers pay from $8 to $16 

— depending on the size of the dog 

— to let the Goodwins sweat the 
details. 

Although some might consider 
it a splurge, it’s far less expensive 
than taking a dog to a profession- 
al groomer. 

On average, self-service dog 
washes charge 30 to 50 percent 
less than a professional groomer, 
according to Stephen Mart from 
PetGroomer.com in Yelm, Wash. 

Lafferty said she can’t imagine 
any other way of washing her dog 
and would be at a loss if the Good- 
wins ever went out of business. 

“We’d either find a new place 
to wash him, or we’d have a really 
smelly dog. Ultimately, we’d find a 
new place to wash him,” she said.

Teen Pregnancy 

BILL ALBERT, deputy director of 
the National Campaign to Prevent 
Teen and Unplanned Pregnancy — a 
nonprofit, nonpartisan organization 
— was online Friday to discuss teen 
pregnancy and prevention. 

Do you think that Britney Spears’ 
sister’s teen pregnancy sounds the 
death knell for abstinence-only 
education in public schools? 

There does seem to be a real shift 
going on regarding abstinence - 
only education. It seems unlikely 
to me that 36 states will soon fol- 


low the lead of the 14, but, undoubt- 
edly, more will be saying “thanks, 
but no, thanks” to the abstinence 
money. I think it has little to do 
with Jamie Lynn Spears’ preg- 
nancy and much more to do with 
the fact that, at present, we simply 
have no compelling evidence to sug- 
gest that abstinence -only interven- 
tions are effective. 

I agree it should not be the ONLY 
option, why do we, as adults, take 
this stance that “Well, they’re just 
going to do it anyway ... may as well 
give them condoms.” I mean, come 
on! We’re the parents! 

We believe that abstinence is the 
first and best choice for teens, 
particularly young teens. How- 


ever, encouraging young people 
to delay should be coupled with 
information about contraception 
and strong encouragement to use 
it if sexually active. I have yet to find 
a teen who finds this a confusing 
or mixed message. 

Any idea how U.S. teen pregnancy 
rates compare to the rates in other 
developed countries? 

U.S. rates of teen pregnancy and 
birth are about twice as high as 
those in Great Britain, our closest 
competitor.
